Forseveral years he has been collect- 
ing poison from the reptiles, crystaliz- 
ing it 'in a small kiln and sending the j : 
| crystals to scientists in alf parts of!" 
! the world who are endeavoring to find 
'a remedy for snake bite.

Outdoors for Prisoners. 


Senator Overman wants Congress to provide farms for 


federal prisoners to work on. He maintains that they should' 
have work to do which is at the same time in the interest of 
society and good for the prisoners themselves. 


Farm work, assuredly, would serve these desirable purposes 


better than the kind of indoor work that most prisoners are 
now doing, and better than indoor idleness, which is worst of 
all. 
If the primary purpose of punishment is re form, that 


purpose is,furthered infinitely better by employment in the 
open, with fresh air and sunshine, than by the gloomy interior 
of a prison.' Gloom and confinement encourage poor health 
and bitter brooding and foster crime instead of curing it. The 
effect of the outdoors, in pleasant weather, is naturally cura- 
tive. 


This argument presupposes, however, that the environment 


shall be different from that of the old "convict camp" familiar 
still in some states. 


As for making amends to society, surely producing food for 


the community would serve that purpose as well as any kind 
of factory work. That is, unless society really demands ven- 
geance rather than reparation.

communicate with their mothers. There is a cabinet in the 
auditorium, facing the congregation, with a separate number 
for every baby and an electriclight behind that number. When 
any particular mother is needed in the nursery, her signal 
flashes up and she can go and look'after her offspring. 


It -sounds extremely modern and efficient. 
But it also 


sounds as if those electric lights might distract the attention of
